The writers 
are an ex-printer, a house-painter, an engi- 
neer, an ex-shopkeeper, a coppersmith and a 
railwayman. They all tell a pitiful tale of 
discouragement, lowered morals, disorganized 
family life, and lowered economic efficiency. 
As it is in England so it is here. “The 
problem of unemployment will not be solved 
until the strong religious and social forces 
of the nation compel public opinion to view 
the matter as one fundamentally moral. 
The industrial world will not solve that 

roblem till the people as a whole perceive 
bow demoralizing to our common life unem- 
ployment is. The old wiseacres still shake 
their heads and say these matters are deter- 
mined by the economic law. There is no 
such thing as the economic law. There are 
economic laws, but most of them are yet to 
be discovered.” Mark well. It will require 
the use of religious knowledge before pmo 
laws are discovered. / 

But there is a common challenge for us 
both.

While Boston is neither presenting 
a picture such as rising Carthage 
opened to Aeneas nor duplicating

It is everlastingly true that the quality of 
its citizens rather than its material prosperity 
gives value to a town, and, it is worthy of 
note, that throughout all the varied utter- 
ances of the Commencement week one 
listened in vain for any reference whatever to 
those vast material projects at Shawsheen 
which bulk so large in the eyes of many. Not 
that these are unimportant factors in the 
structure of our town; they are patent 
factors, but they are not and never can be 
the supreme factors. The real test of Ando- 
ver, during the years that are past as it must 
be in the years that are to come, is the 
quality of its men and women and the lasting 
impress of this quality upon the young 
men and young women who yearly go out 
from its seats of learning. 

The new monument to our soldier dead 
now in process of erection on Andover Hill, 
whose tapering finger upward points to 
God, well symbolizes the high idealism 
which has ever characterized Andover and 
must at whatever cost, continue to char- 
acterize our fair town.

Often, too, he will take less in- 
terest in athletics, and this tends to 
reduce his vitality and mental ac- 
tivity.

Northeast section of the Louisi- 
ana Purchase. It was the Mis- 

sissipp! river which was the di- 
viding line between these two 
large territories. . 

The Hastern section was ceded 
by France to Great Britain ‘in 
1768 and became a part of the 
United States at the end of the 
Revolution by the Treaty of Par- 
is in 1788. The Northwest ter- 
ritory was organized by con- 
gress four years later. Then, as 
this great federal domain be- 
came settled and was gradually 
divided into states, the Hastern 
part of the present State of Min- 
nesota belonged in turn to the 
Territories of indiana, Michigan 
and Wisconsin. 

{ As to the western portion of 
the state, this was a part of 
the Loyisiana Purchase, which 
was bought from France by the 
United States in 1808. As this 
region became subdivided, West- 
ern Minnesota formed a part 
of the Territories of Louisiana, 
Missouri and Iowa. 

The first white man to pene- 
trate to Minnesota was the 
French explorer, Duluth, who in 
1678 built a fort on Lake Super- 
for and there established a very 
extensive fur trade. Two years 
later, Father Hennepin and two 
companions were sent by La 
Salle to explore the Upper Mis- 
sissipp! and reached the Falls of 
St. Anthony, where Minneapolis 
now stands, But it was not un- 
til the Nineteenth century that 
permanent settlements were 
made. In 1822 the first mill was 
built at the Falls of St. Anthony, 
where were destined to arise 
such important successors. In 
1841, Father Galtier built a 
chapel dedicated to St. Paul, and 

’ this was the foundation of the 
present great city of that name. 

As to the name Minnesota, 
the state was so called from the 
river that runs through it, which 
in the Dakota Indian language 
makes the words “Minne,” 
meaning “Water,” and “Sotah,” 
meaning “Sky-colored.” Some- 
times the state is called the 
“North Star State,” from the 
motto on its coat-of-arms, 

Minnesota was admitted to the 
Union in 1858. Its area.is 84,- 
682 square miles and it is the 
most important of our wheat 
producing states. It has twelve 
presidential electors,
